• We predict that the capability is about five years out.

The Niche

• Now that glass recycling is an economic possibility in Utah (than
Momentum) but single stream recycling is not there yet, we are
proposing a curbside pickup service in the meantime specifically
glass, that is collected in a separate, smaller bin with pickups 
scheduled on separate days.

• The recycling movement in Utah is about ten years behind othe
established communities.  The ability to process fully comingled
recyclables is about five years out.

• Single stream recycling is the ultimate goal.





The Competition

• There is currently no competition for this service In Utah County
• Momentum Recycling is the only business in the state that does

curbside glass collection.
• Momentum is our business partner.  Not a competitor.
• Focus in Salt Lake Valley with no intention of expanding further south.

• This is not a big money maker.  This coupled with limited 
infrastructure is what keeps the “big boys” from playing in this 
market.

• We predict that within a five-year period
   the infrastructure will be developed to the
   point that competition will then abound.



Marketing

• Marketing will be Coordinated through the City.
• Inserts in monthly newsletter
• Town Hall meetings
• Door-to-door campaigns (Marketing Blitz)

• In a recent marketing blitz conducted by Salt Lake City, they wer
to increase their curbside glass collections from 80 to 300 in a s
neighborhood.

• Momentum Recycling currently diverts
    more than 100 tons of glass each month
    from area landfills.



The Future of Recycling

• We have only begun to scratch the surface of recycling in Utah
• About ten years behind well established communities.
• About five years from being able to do single stream recycling.

• Currently recycling in our community is a “nice-to-do” activity th
demonstrates our environmental consciousness.

• In the future, recycling will be something that we have to do.
• We have started down this path and there is no turning back.
• This is the right thing to do!
